It is quite 
posfii'ble that careless or supenficial ob- 
serratiou may fail to detect any merit 

111 thd meiistircs to correct oiTors or 
<Iefects in foniior letjitjlnticin, or to 
Toniedy evils iiml uUuses iJiat have arisen 
fron» it. Yel exiiericiiee shows that it 
is from the little aniioyaucos, the daily 
'but petty inconveniences; the trilliiifj but 
irritating -nTOngs that many popular 
movements iliave spruii?,- and aixitation.-i 
based on f^roiimis sOL'iiiiii.Lrly iiisitriiilicaut 
Jiave resulted in ^reat politieiil changes. 
iWJieu looked at from that point of -view 
ithe Oovernmeut's action in introducing a 
quautit.v of what may be regarded as 
corrective or remedial legislation, will be 
approi\-ed and comuieiidiHl by those 
•■whoec concern is ratiher for steady pro- 
gress and the general w-ell-beiug of the 
community than for startling surprises 
and sensational methuds in- the legisla- 
tion of tilie country. 

There is, we do not dispute, sometliing 
in the arguiment that the Government 
should initiate measures of a bold and 
compreheusivo ciiaracter in order to 
stimuJate enterprit^e and eucoin-age the 
leaders of the country's commerce and 
industry to extend their operations. But 
.'When tile whole matter is studied ami 
the (iovernnieat's possihilities in siu'h a 
direction carefully considered, it will, we 
think, ibe found that such a suggestion 
03 rut'luir a pious wish thau a proposal 
of a practical cliarai'ier. .\part from 
■wise legislation and prudent and ellieicnt 
ladininistration, there its only one direc- 
tion in ■nili'ich a Provincial Government 
can exert .my great effect oa stimulat- 
ing ent-^irprisi- an<l developing <-oinmercial 
and industrial activity, and that is by 
grants of money or the loan of the I'ro- 
vincial credit. Now we think few per- 
sona competent to form an opiuioji will 
asvcrt that the .pre^seiii is a periiHl wiien 
tho <!overnmetit can ilo eitJier of tlii/se 
itihingii on a scale of any magJiitude. If 
not, tlien that line of criticisrm falls to 
t'ho ground. 

TBut this do<'s not preohide tlio Gov- 
eiTinvont from t.'iking a liroa<l and Ktates- 
tmaiDlike view of the whole situation, tiiid 
we ibellerve ^■at it will not fail to do 
6o. Former administrations 'have been 
prodigal in promises but |iovort3--.»rtricken 
in performances. The present Govem- 
iiuent ilias been more chary of pledging 
itself, ■and it has been •wise in taking 
itliat c(mrr;e. It seems to us tlint thi' 
Time lias come, however, -wlieu it lias 
gill i<> fill'.' some very imporlaiit pro- 
blems, and t.luit in the maiiuer in which 
it tiolves tiiem, lK)tli its own couliniialice 
in power and, to no small <'.\tent, the 
'progress of the Province in llio ininiedi- 
ate future will depen<l. \Vi- helii've tJie 
tJoverunient realizes this; is giving itrf 
attention to the suliji'Ct ;iiul will iii>L be 
foiiud dilatory in giving i)racli<'al ellect 
T<i a iKjlicy designed to achieve what 
is desired as soon as it bas reached a 
decision as to the particular direction, 
or met hod, best calculated to reach that 
end. 

'We think a review of tilie course of 
affairs in this Province during llie last 
ilifteeii yeiir.-i will s-liow that, with one or 
two exeeiH ions, all'l those e.xtellilillg 
over only a small portion of that time, 
'there wilh no continuity in the policy 
'n<lopted or in tho ninnner in which nny 
I'.'irticnlar iioli<'y whs cirrie.: out. In 
llie ease of some uiliniiii>:rat ions there 
was a<-tually n :iew p-iliey with every 
Kession of tho J.(egislat.ure. In others 
there were sucli changes in ndministra- 
tive uieliiods that even if there were 
•merit in the polii'.v, it ('ailed to produce 
Katistactory resulLs when put h\ opera- 
tion. There ■was also a great lack of 
pru<loTice and great risks were rini with 
the liojie that something would turn 
up to avert tlie evil that reckless legisla- 
tion might otherwijfe involve. A refer- 
■cnco to tlie legislation of the PiLst ten 
yenaN will prove this beyond the ptxisi- 
bility of di'^pule. If on(-leiil!}i r>f tho 
Mibsidies t.i railways 'had been earned 
.by the companies to which they were
